GRADE  APPEALS 
IN  JEOPARDY 


It  appears  that  any  action  on 
the  proposed  Non-Academic 
Grade  Appeals  Amendment  will 
.be  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  amendment  has  many 
critics,  perhaps  the  most 
outspoken  is  Prof.  George 
AAitchell.  He  has  repeatedly 
made  his  misgivings  known  to  the 
Council  of  Faculty  Delegates  and 
to  the  Grade  Appeals  Sub¬ 
committee.  In  a  memo  sent  to  the 
Council  and  to  the  teaching  staff 
only  he  concerns  himself  with 
what  actions,  on  the  part  of  the 
faculty,  would  warrant  a  non- 
academic  grade  appeal. 

He  maintains  that  a  teacher's 
competence  is  not  at  stake, 
rather  it  is  up  to  the 
administration  to  look  into  such 
matters.  Prof.  AAitchell  is 
refering  to  a  statement  in  the 
document  that  reads,  "Any 
action  challenging  an  instructor 
must  therefore  be  regarded  with 
considerable  gravity  as  to 
whether  this  charge  has  been 
violated  or  whether  the  right  to 
academic  freedom  and 
responsibility  is  being 
exercised."  He  feels  a  non- 
academic  grade  appeals  system 
is  not  the  proper  channel  for 
correction. 

Prof.  AAitchell  also  points  out

that  there  is  not  a  fine  enough  line 
between  academic  and  non- 
academic  grade  appeals. 

He  claims  that  the  document 
will  tread  heavily  on  academic 
freedom,  although  four  out  of  five 
appeals  were  academic  in  the  '72- 
'73  school  year. 

The  balance  of  Prof.  AAithcell's 
discenting  view  deals  with 
Criterion  4  of  the  document. 
Criterion  4  reads,  "A  student  has 
substantial  reason  to  believe  the 
instructor's  procedural  policies 
interfere  with  the  student's 
ability  to  adequately  carry  out 
his  scholastic  responsibilities." 
An  explaination  follows 
"Students  are  responsible  to 
make  known  to  themselves  the 
course  requirements  as  stated 
and  to  seek  alternatives  if  it  is 
believed  that  the  requirements 
cannot  be  met.  The  students  is 
responsible  to  inform  the 
instructor  whenever  it  is 
physically  impossible  to  meet 
any  short  range  requirements 
and  to  seek  alternatives." 

Prof.  AAitchell  seems  to  feel 
that  this  will  open  the  flood  gates 
for  "infinite"  discussion.  He 
states  this  will  interfere  with  the 
"Academic  and  professional 
goals  of  many  departments."  The 
article  was  .  eant,  as  Prof. 
AAitchell  conceads,  to  "correct 


internationally  known  as  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  job 
enrichment  concept.  The 
National  Industrial  Conference 
Board  has  listed  Dr.  Herzberg  as 
the  behavioral  scientist  who  has 
most  influenced  management 
thinking  today.  This  seminar  will 
be  held  at  the  AAerrillville 
Holiday  Inn  from  2:30-8:00.  The 
cost  is  $7.50  for  PUCC  students 
and  $15.00  for  the  general  public. 
Reservations  are  being  taken 
now  at  the  Bursar's  office. 


injustices  perpetrated  by 
instructor's' refusing  to  give 
make-up  examinations  in  the 
face  of. ..valid  excuses.."  It  is 
also  meant  to  prevent  students 
from  being  snowed  under  by 
excessive  amounts  of  homework. 
He  goes  on  to  say,  "while  we  can 
all  deplore  these  practices  and 
can  seek  means  to  prevent  them 
from  happening,  reflect  on  the 
variety  of  possible  interpreta¬ 
tions..."  He  bases  the  rest 
of  his  argument  on  the  fact  that 
the  teachers  will  lose  control 
over  the  grading  of  students.  This 
will  ultimately  lower  the  esteem 
of  PUCC. 

As'  a  net  result.  Prof.  Mitchell 
proposes  that  grade  .appeals 
should  be  carried  out  on  a  school 
wide  basis  as  opposed  to 
University-wide. 

Prof.  AAitchell  adds,  "The 
document  as  it  now  appears 
assures  that  a  teacher  will  be 
judged  by  person  not  conversant 
with  his/her  subject.  Supporters 
of  the  document  will  claim  this  is 
done  for  the  sake  of  fairness  and, 
moreover,  since  only  non- 
academic  matters  are  involved, 
knowledge  of  the  subject  is 
unnecessary.  To  this  I  repeat  that 
what  constitutes  academic  and 
what  constitutes  non-academic  is 
a  subject  for  debate."

1HAT  IS  THE  QUESTION

The  cost  of  everything  has  gone 
up.  Inflation  has  really  soared. 
Gas  is  50  cents  a  gallon,  while 
bread  is  two  for  a  dollar. 
Everything  has  at  least  doubled 
its  cost  of  a  few  years,  even  a  few 
months  ago.  Working  people 
can't  seem  to  make  ends  meet. 
With  each  new  day,  the  prices 
soar  to  again  attack  our  already 
small  pocketbook. 

Now,  while  all  this  is  going  on. 
President  Ford  is  sitting  in 
luxury  not  in  the  least  worried 
about  if  he  will  be  able  to  afford  a 
pound  of  hamburger  for  his 
supper.  He  calls  himself  a 
common  man.  In  Appalachia  we 
have  people  wearing  rags  for 
clothing.  The  American  Indian 
still  has  not  recuperated  from  the 
homesteading  done  by  the  white 
man. 

The  Viet  Nam  War  was 
undeclared  in  the  United  States 
and  yet  we  went  into  help  and  lost 
many  of  our  men.  The  cost  of  fhis 
excursion  was  more  devastating 
than  any  war  we  have  ever  fought 
in. 

This  past  summer  Cyprus  was 
in  turmoil.  Who  was  there  to  help 


out?  Uncle  Sam  was  there  of 
course. 

In  France,  the  United  States 
troops  were  there  with  NATO.  We 
were  removed  from  that  country 
because  DeGaulle  didn't  want  us 
there. 

The  United  States  has  been 
slandered  in  every  country. 
NATO,  SEATO,  and  the  UN  has 
considered  the  United  States  a 
major  power  only  when  it  is 
needed.'  Yet,  if  by  chance, 
something  does  go  wrong,  the 
United,  States  is  to  blame. 

Foreign  aid  has  long  been  given 
to  the  countries  about  us.  Then, 
after  a  short  period  of  time,  these 
same  countries  degrade  us  and 
deny  that  we  ever  gave  them 
financial  aid.  A  great  many  of  fhe 
European  counfries  still  have 
unpaid  debts  which  they  owe  to 
the  United  States  from  World 
War  II.

Here 
we  are  helping  other  countries 
out  of  debt,  while  we  are  going 
broke.  This  just  doesn't  make 
sense.  We  send  our  men  to 
foreign  countries  to  die  while 
their  men  sit  back  and  watch. 

Foreign  aid  has  caused  more 
problems  for  us  than  it  has 
solved.  Let's  put  our  country  first 
for  once.  We  need  to  get  back  on 
our  feet,  stop  this  inflation, 
collect  the  debts  owed  to  us,  then 
possibly  think  about  aiding  other 
countries  once  more.  How  can 
anyone  possibly  expect  us  to  cure 
other  countries  illnesses  when  we 
are  dying  a  slow  but  steady 
death?  Let's  get  our  morale  back 
up  by  getting  inflation  down. 
Foreign  aid  should  be  for  fhe  losf 
and  forgotten  of  our  country.  Our 
farmers,  for  example,  whose 
crops  were  lost  during  floods  or 
storms.  The  people  of  Appalachia 
and  the  American  Indian  who 
have  suffered  far  too  long.  It  is 
these  people  and  thousands  of 
others  like  them  that  deserve 
foreign  aid.  I  SAY  WE  SHOULD 
STOP  FOREIGN  AID.

FRANKLY  SPEAKING. . .  by  phil  frank 


Two  faculty  members  of 
Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  are  co-authors  of  a  new 
guidance  book  on  career 
opportunities  in  the  computer 
field. 

Dr.  John  AAaniotes,  professor  of 
computer  technology,  and  James 
S.  Quasney,  assistant  professor  of 
computer  technology,  wrote  the 
book  "Computer  Careers," 
published  by  the  Hayden  Book 
Co.,  Inc.,  of  Rochelle  Park,  N.J. 

The  180-page  book  is  designed 
as  a  Career  guide  for  students  and 
adults.  It  presents  not  only  the 
opportunities  and  benefits  but 
also  the  problems  and  pitfalls  one 
may  expect  upon  entering  the 
field. 

The  book  maps  out  the  many 
areas  of  soecialization  and  new 
positions  opening  up  in  the 
expanding  fields  of  computers, 
computer  programming  and 
electronic  data  processing.  Aiso, 
a  special  directory  in  the 
publication  lists  the  two-year  and 
four-year  college  programs  and 
private  computer  schools  in  the 
nation,  outlining  the  features  and 
merits  of  each. 

Other  chapters  explain  how  a 
computer  operates,  ways  to 
finance  one's  education, 
organizing  a  successful  job 
search  and  how  to  recognize 
organizations  that  really  value 
their  technical  staffs. 

Material  in  the  book  has  been 
used  in  computer  courses  and 
programs  at  the  Purdue  Campus 


in  Hammond  and  tor  special 
courses  for  high  school  students 
seeking  to  learn  the  basics  of 
electronic  data  processing.  The 
authors  explained  that  the  book  is 
meant  to  serve  as  a  guide  tor  high 
school  and  college  guidance 
counselors  and  advisers; 
teachers  of  mathematics,  science 
and  business  courses;  librarians; 
parents  and  organizations 
dealing  with  career 
opportunities. 

Dr.  AAaniotes,  who  also  is  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Computer 
Technology  at  the  Calumet 
Campus,  was  senior  author  of  a 
textbook  published  two  years  ago 
for  beginning  students  in  data 
processing.  In  addition,  he  is  co¬ 
holder  of  a  U.S.  Patent  on  a 
mechanical  analog  computing 
device  of  the  slide  rule  type  tor 
solving  computational  problems. 

A  faculty  member  since  1953, 
Maniotes  is  the  tTst  former 
student  of  Purdue  Calumet 
Campus  to  become  a  full 
professor.  He  began  his  college 
studies  at  this  campus  and 
transferred  to  Purdue's  West 
Lafayette  campus  where  he 
earned  his  bachelor's  and 
master's  degrees  in  chemical 
engineering  and  doctorate  in 
mechanical  engineering. 

AAaniotes  had  a  prime  role  in 
developing  the  two-year 
associate  degree  program  in 
computer  technology  and  the 
bachelor  degree  program  tor 
Purdue  University.  He  has

worked  at  area  industries  as  an 
engineer  and  has  written 
numerous  articles  in  computer 
sciences  for  professional 
publications.  His  research 
projects  have  extended  into  radio 
chemistry  and  the  fuel  supply  tor 
the  Thor  Missile. 

Quasney  joined  the  full-time 
faculty  in  1970  after  serving  a 
semester  as  a  part-time 
instructor  in  computer 

technology.  He  also  has 

instructed  the  summer 

workshops  for  high  school 
students  seeking  to  try  their  hand 
at  running  computers.  In  many 
instances,  the  sessions 

encouraged  the  teen-agers  to 
make  a  career  of  the  computer 
field. 

A  native  of  East  Chicago, 
Quasney  received  his  B.S.  and 
M.S.  degrees  in  education  at 

Indiana  University. 

From  1966  to  1970  Quasney 
taught  mathematics  and 
computer  programming  in  high 
schools  and  evening  programs  of 
the  East  Chicago  School  City. 
Prior  to  that  he  was  a 
mathematics  teacher  for  the 
Hammond  School  City  tor  one 
year.  Also,  he  worked  part-time 
and  in  the  summer  periods  at 
Youngstown  Sheet  and  Tube  Co. 
in  East  Chicago.

I  am  a  "voice  crying  in 
the  wilderness"  that  this  great 
institution  become  worthy  of 
something  more  than 
destruction.  The  Professor  has 
given  me  cause  to  develop  that 
deep  voiceji  that  dignity  of  fhe 
high-minded  man,  reminding  me 
fhaf  "...a  shrill  voice  and  a  swiff 
gaif  are  due  fo  hurry  and 
excifement."

If  is  not  mine 
to  answer  how  long  I  will  be 
permitted,  but  I  can  say  that  for 
so  long  as  I  am,  I  will  recall 
Pasternak's  "It  takes  fhe 
greatest  courage  to  go  on  acting 
to  the  end  as  do  the  rivers  and  the 
ravines."

As  of  September  16,  1974,  the 
Chancellor  Search  Committee 
has  met  three  times.  The 
Committee  has  estabiished  its 
procedures  for  the  search  for  a 
new  Chancellor,  as  follows: 

(1)  Advertisements  have  been 
placed  in  news  media  and 
journais  that  constitute  a 
national  academic 
administrators'  market  place. 
(Centered  around  the  month  of 
October)  (a.)  Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education;  (b.)  Academe;  (c) 
Christian  Science  AAonitor;  (d) 
New  York  Times;  (e) 
Washington  Post. 

(2)  A  personal  letter  campaign 
to  selected  Presidents  and  Deans 
across  the  nation  will  also  be 
launched  in  October  announcing 
the  opening.  Focus  of  the 
Committee  was  on  colleges  and 
universities  in  urban-based

Dear  Editor, 

In  past  years  I  have  seen  many 
cheap  shots  taken  at  various 
people  and  organizations  through 
the  Nexus  and  its  forerunner,  the 
Boilermaker,  but  perhaps  none 
so  cheap  as  the  letter  that 
downgraded  fraternities  and 
promoted  B.O.E.  In  the 
September  16,  1974  issue,  the 
writer  (who  requested  his  name 
be  withheld)  claims  to  be  an 
incoming  freshman,  yet  he  was 
familiar  enough  with  the  two 
Greek  traternities  to  call  them 
Phi  'Kaps'  and  Phi  'Sigs.'

candidafes. 

(5)  Applications  and 
nominations  for  recommended 
candidates  are  already  starting 
to  flow  in  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee.  The  Committee  has 
agreed  to  the  need  for 
confidentiality  from  the  point  at 
which  it  begins  to  examine 
individual  candidates.  (Over  200 
applications  are  expected.) 
Confidentiality  in  the  process  to 
protect  candidates  will  be

The  following  is  taken  from  fhe 
parking  information  that  is 
available  at  the  Otfice  ot  Safety 
and  Secruity.  "Proceedure  to 
register  an  emergency  vehicle. 
The  emergency  vehicfe  log  books 
that  were  located  in  the 
University  buildings  have  been 
discontinued.  Persons  having  a 
valid  parking  permit  and  in 
emergency  situations  have  to 
drive  a  vehicle  other  than  the  one 
they  registered,  must  obtain  a 
DAILY  TEMPORARY 
PARKING  PERMIT  at  the  Office 
of  Safety  and  Security  prior  to 
parking  the  vehicle.  The  permit 
will  be  issued  on  a  daily  basis  and 
will  be  free  of  charge  to  valid 
permit  holders.  Persons 
requesting  this  type  permit  must 
present  their  paid  parking 
receipt.  The  same  proceedure 
shall  apply  tor  persons  who,  on 
occasion  forget  their  pool  permit 
card."
